City Council candidates took 
«Swings at city government last 
week in their first group en- 
counter at the Upland Kiwanis’ 
* breakfast in the Arbor restaur- 
ant, 
,. The four candidates for Ronald 
Rossitter’s seat tackled the sub- 
jects of zoning, lack of industry 
«and need for improved services 
as the major issues, 

“The city council is not doing 
‘its job,’ accused John Meyers, 
the first to speak because of the 
, immediate departure of his air 
Plane, 

“The city council is out ma- 

*neuvered by the city manager 
« « « We must demand new ef- 
, forts and initiative from city 
hall,’’ added Meyer, 

He cited the small size of the 
, fire and police departments, “‘Ci- 
ties of our size have more men 
in both departments,” said 

eMeyer, He said that the amount 
of money from the tax rate has 
tripled, yet the fire and police 
“departments were understaffed, 
“The city council has rejected 
» clean, attractive commerce,”’ 
said Meyer, He also questioned 
why a bridge has not been con- 
‘structed between Los Olivos and 
the Foothill Knolls School, He 
, cited an annual $10,000 cost to 
the taxpayers, 

Upland could act on pollution, 

« according to Meyer, He suggested 
installation of clean air com- 
pressors with dual fuel systems 

*in all city cars, He also pushed 
for more trails and improved 

, recreational facilities, 

‘| am proud of Upland,”* said 
Mayor George Gibson, “‘Indus- 
ytry is well controlled and we 
are in excellent financial con- 
dition with reserves, 

' “My philosophy for Upland is 
a high quality, residential com- 

munity to be balanced with light 
industry, 

“I don’t know of any industry

want is the hardest to get, We 
have filled our industrial park 
and havé a new Southern Cali- 
fornia substation that will even- 
tually be a million dollar invest- 
ment, 

“Sure we need more fire and 
police and equipment,”” said Gib- 
son, ‘‘We will add them as the 
city grows,”” He noted that Up- 
land has a mutual aid agreement 
with Ontario which allows Upland 
the use of the equipment and men, 

A bridge has not been con- 
structed for Los Olivos children 
because a proposed new housing 
tract should put in a street in 
that area, according to Gibson, 
The children are bussed because 
there are no sidewalks on busy 
Foothill Blvd, which poses a 
health and safety threat, 

William L, Bottin said, “‘I’ve 
been told that politics is a dirty 
business, But what is most dirty, 
is the lack of interest,” He con- 
tinued, “‘I have a genuine desire 
to serve Upland and | will be re- 
sponsible to the public in- 
terests,”’ 

Bottin called for more clean 
industries, “‘Industry is good for 
Upland because it creates more 
jobs, greater spending power and 
less tax,” 

Zoning was also a target. He 
called for better utilization of 
zoning “‘for the best advantage 
of the land,”’ He said that many 
areas are zoned and are “‘theo- 
retical and impractical,”’ 

An improved recreation pro- 
gram for youth and senior citi- 
zens as well as a quarterly re- 
port on city happenings was pro- 
posed by Bottin, 

Louis Penna wants city govern- 
ment to do “‘what the people 
want,” 

According tc Ponra, the com- 
munity wants apartments and 
condominiums below Foothill, 
They also want*better parks and 
an improved summer program, 

Penna noted in his brief ad- 
dress that many businessmen do 
not like the proposed sign ordin- 
ance, the mall, or the hightaxes, 

He calied for “‘better zoning 
... and enticing light industry to 
Upland,”’ He arged thet industry 
and mobile home parks be kept 
“where they belong.” 

The candidates fielded ques- 
tions from the audience, In re- 
sponse to the question of why 
Upland is losing industry to On- 
tario and Cucamonga, candidates 
answered: 

“The city scared them away 
and frightened them with too 
many restrictions, | believe in 
restrictions,”’ said Bettin, “but! 
think we must be more prac- 
tical,” 

“‘There is cheaper land in Cu- 
camonga and Ontario,”’ said Gib- 
son, “‘They also have more 
space,’ However, he added, “‘In- 
dustry is not a magic answer, Po- 
mona has a higher tax assess- 
ment than Upland, Industry can 
depreciate adjacent land and the

A Reagan vs, Kennedy contest 
in 1976 was predicted by Mrs, 
Ed Reineke at the Chaffey Col- 
lege Republican Women, Feder- 
ated noon luncheon last week, 

“I'd like to see Gov, Reagan 
run for president,’’ said the wife 
of the Lieutenant Governor of 
California in response to a ques- 
tion, “‘He could bring the states 
together,”’ 

Mrs, Reineke had no prepared 
speech and answered questions 
from the audience for an hour, 

Clothes pose a big problem to 
Mrs, Reineke, Because she at- 
tends so many public functions, 
she has trouble remembering 
which: dress she wore to that 
particular function, She has 
solved her problem by employ- 
ing a method used by Mra, Nix- 
on, 

“| slip a small piece of paper 
in the pocket of each dress that 
indicates where | was, With this 
suit, | would write ‘Republican 
Women - Upland’,”’ 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Upland News, Mrs, Reineke 
revealed that she and her hus- 
band have changed their views on 


the president’s trip to China, 

“*Maybe now it will opendoors, 
If there is a wail between us, 
perhaps his visit will tear it 
down, As long as we can speak, 
we Can gain, 


“‘Women’s Liberation has gone 
too far,’’ declared Mrs, Reineke, 
“‘you are liberated if you want 
to be, You can do anything you 
want, Times are changing, wo- 
men are going to school and into 
business, 

She added, “‘I think they are a 
lot of old ladies who couldn't get 
husbands,” 


Mrs, Reineke would like to see 
u.e Governor’s mansioncloser to 
the center of town ‘‘where it can 
be lighted and viewed by the 
people,” According to Mrs, Rein- 
eke, its present location is in- 
convenient and not well located, 

She stressed the necessity for 
the mansion, 


‘“We have no place for visiting 
dignitaries,” said Mrs, Reineke 
as she stressed the necessity for 
the building of a Governor’s man- 
sion, She cited the example of the 
famous Russian ballet dancer who 


was in Sacramento for only one 
evening, The governor was out of 
town and we had no extra rooms 
in our home, 80 we moved our 
daughter from her pretty canopy 
bed, 

“| don’t know what is happen- 
ing she exclaimed over the 
ruling declaring the death pen- 
alty unconstitutional, “‘Ed won- 
ders too,”” she added, 

She would like to see the death 
penalty measure put on the bal- 
lot. ““There is not much object 
in saying ‘life imprisonment’ 
when they are on parole in five 
years,” 

She was also not happy with 
the reapportionment scheme, Ac- 
cording to Mra, Reinecke, aninde- 
pendent committee shoild appor- 
tion the legislature instead of al- 
lowing theni to do it themselves, 

She also sees schools with 
their “‘liberal ideas’’ as sources 
of problems and misinformation, 
“We almost have to re-educate 
our children after they come 
home from school,”’ 

While she was in Washington 
with her husband, she found tt a

“Upland is not a dead town,’’ 
Fred Taunton, Upland’s Recre- 
ation Director, told Upland High 
School students taking part ina 
community awareness study, 

The recreation director 
stressed that an individual’s at- 
titude about the town will affect 


his evaluation of the town and its 
activities, 

“*You have to observe and tune 
in, You should see your responsi- 
bilities to the community,” he 
said, 

He told them that there are 
many areas of participation with-

The story is heard over and 
over, 

A lack of a site still plagues 
the Upland Kiwanis Reclamation 
Project, 

Six months ago, the project 
had the blessings of the city 
council, The major problem was 
to find a site where it would not 
be an “‘eyesore’’ to the com- 
munity, 

Questioning by Councilman 
Ronald Rossitter at the last coun- 
cil meeting renewed public 
awareness of the project, “‘My 
wife has stacks and stacks of pa- 
pers and bottles, I’m told | can’t 
throw them out because they 
should be recycled!” 

Rossitter proposed that the 
group obtain a temporary site 
while they are awaiting word from 
the railroad, 

Third and “‘C’’ was selected by 
the Kiwanis as the best central- 
ly located site, However, the land 
was owned by the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railroad, The city has in- 
quired about the property, but ap- 
parently decisions are not as fast 
as their railroad, 

Alternate sites of Magnolia 
Park, 16th and Mountain, and 
near fire station #2 on San An- 
tonio, have been rejected be- 
cause they are not centrally lo- 
cated, 

“We're looking for a centrally 
located spot so it will benefit 
everyone in the city instead of 
just a few,” said Coy Estes, 
president of Kiwanis, 


in the community other than the 
scheduled recreation classes, 
Members are needed to fill va- 
cancies on the city council's 
Youth Advisory Committee which 
serves as a youth opinioncenter, 
said Taunton, ““The committee 
is two-way: it takes questions 
from the city for evaluation and 
also submits their requests and 
opinions to the council,”’ 


The planned recreationcenter, 
at a cost of approximately $90,- 
000 will also need student input, 
says the recreation director, 


Plans call for a large 40 x 80 
foot astembly room to seat ap- 
proximately 250 people, a kit- 
chen facility and a 40 x 20 foot 
lounge, all centered around an 
open garden patio, The facility at 
Magnolia Park should be com- 
pleted within a few years, 

Teens have suggested a motor- 
cycle park to Taunton, However 
he has not been able to 
satisfactory agreement, ‘‘It will 
cost $20,000 to fence the area, 
We also need control, gor 
clown doesn’t mess things up, 

“We are also implementing 
their suggestions of a go-cart 
course, bike trails and a swim- 
ming program,’’ said Taunton, 

Many new parks and recre- 
ational facilities are planned in 
the future, including the Chino 
Basin Regional park near the 
Ontario Motor Speedway and the 
eventual 700-acre park area sur- 
rounding Cucamonga Flood Con- 
trol project, 

Upland is currently gaining 
recognition for their baton and 
drum classes and in wrestling, 
fencing and basketball teams as 
they compete in tournaments and 
give demonstrations, according 
to Taunton, 

While some critics may claim 
that these activities “‘are in the 
future,”* Taunton retorts, “‘It 
takes a lot of time, We haveto get 
people interested and know that 
something’s going on, You can 
only develop so fast, You must 
allow participation to stay up, 
There is a lot of work to develop 
a new program,”

Seeks Rate Increase 


SANTA MONICA
